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The work of the Christlan commis-
plon is one from which the soldiers
may recelve some benefit avery day,
whether sick or well, This I8 one
thing thot makes it so popular with
them,  The commisgion now reaches
nearly every caomp in the country with
Its work and will soon reach every ship
In the navy. It has disteibuted 25,000
hymn books, 40,000 good books of a
Kind ealculated to interest and benefit
young men, and thousands of pocket
testoments to the goldiers and sallors,
There are people who think that these
books will slmply be torn up to light
pipes with, Those who have this ldea
do not understand what kind of men
g0 to make up our army and navy.
Those who are In the best position to
know say that the books are thought-
fully read and carefully preserved,

It Is not easy for a man to llve a
strictly temperate Hfe In the army. It
Is exceedingly warm and dusty in the
Southern camps and the men get very
thirgty. At Chickamaugn g man some-
times has to gtund in line for half an
hour waiting for his chance at the
pump. Close by {8 the regimental can-
teen or saloon with plenty of lee cold
beer for a nlekel a glass, It {8 served
by a soldier detailed by the colone! and
hus the sanction of the government,
The men thug get the Impression that
thelr officers belleve it will do them
good, or at least no harm; and so many
a man learns to drink It who never
drank befors, The commisglon reallzes
this diffficulty and now provides [ce
Wwater in its tents. The effect of this
on the canteen recelpts can be noticed
Immedlately, The colonel of the Elghth
Massachusetts challenged the commls-
slon to supply his regiment with dig-
tilled lee water, promiging it they
would do go to abolish the canteen. Tha
challenge was accepted and the ecan-
teen closed up. It coste about dollar
per day to Keep one jce water barrel
running.

An important part of the lahor of the
Christinn Commiegion worker ig the
visitation of the gick and wounded men
In the hospitals. There are about 500
such at Camp Thomas, It s not easy
to be sick far away from home and
friends in an army camp. The other
day one of the commission workors

every evening) a sick man in the hos-
pital near by sent word for them to
sing “Jesus Savior Pllot Me," and died
while they were singing the third
Verse,

Fifty thousand sheets of paper and
envelopes are furnished to the come-
misslon tents at Chickamauga every
week, It Is only a little thing, but it
showe that the men like to avall them-
selves of the privileges the tents af-
ford. Colonel

It would be an overwhelming surprise
to mome of us If the war with Spain
had one unheralded effect, that of be-
Ing 0 considerable setback to the sos
called strong minded sisterhood, the
membere of which want rights and
ballots and varlous things. A decided
cessntion of hostitities has been ob-
perved for pome time. Thelr most bel-
ligerent clubs have been devoted to the
soorned feminine employment of put-
ting up jelllex for sick soldiers or as-
sisting the efforts to pugment the Red
Cross Rellef fund, The shafts of sar-
casm at men's silly efforts to conduct
congreas have undergone A meto-
morphosis Into gentle missiles of ap-
plause for the recent war record of
that body. Indeed, it |8 doubtful if a
congross composed entirely of women
could have met the exigencles of the
times with any more prompt recogni-
tlon of the great responsibllity than
did the assembly usually composed of
most misgulded men, Whether the
women's rights complninants will ac-
knowledge this i problematioal, but at
least they have as yet made no violent
protests against the recent rulings.

Just what has caused this general
subgldencs In the ranks of the unqulet
seX mony probably: be attributed to sev-
eral clreumstances, In the flrst place
the grumbling sisters have had ocous
pation for thelr busy minds. If the
